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GOOD ROADS BENEFIT ALL

Fifty-three gentlemen enjoyed the 


banquet given by the Business Men's 
Association and served by the ladies of 
Trinity Lutheran church, in the library 
club rooms, last Friday evening, and at 
its close fifty-two of these listened to 
an address on "Good Roads" Riven by 
Prof. W. 0. Hotchkiss, of Madison. 
Of the 20 members of the county beard 
who, 
through the newspapers, bad been 


especially invited to attend this gather- 
ing, all but one seemed to have been 
otherwise engaged. 


In opening his address, Prof. Hotch- 


kiss, who spent a couple of years as a 
student at the local Normal previous 
to ten years ago, told a story and 
stated that Senator Browne, who was 
also expected to be present, was un- 
avoidably detained at Madison. 
In 


speaking of his subject, he said that at 
a low estimate from $250,000 to $300,- 
000 had been spent on the roads of Por- 
tage county during the past ten years, 
fully one-hair of 
which 
has 
been 


wasted. This is not only the situation 
in this county, but in nearly every 
other county irf the state where work 
is done and so called road improve- 
ments made under the present system. 
a system that has been in vogue for 
the past century, where the road tax is 
worked out under the direction of peo- 
ple who do not understand the method 
of proper .road building. If the above 
amount had been properly expended, 
Portage county would have from 50 to 
100 miles of as good macadam roads as 
money could buy. 
It cannot be ex- 


pected that the average farmer, who is 
employed but a few days each year 
building roads, should be an expert 
along that line or even at all times 
show good horse sense in their con- 
struction. 
Next to the expense of 


maintaining schools, comes the outlay 
on road improvements, and unlike hir- 
ing a teacher who understands his or 
her work, the road work is given to 
anyone who will take the job. and the 
consequence is that the tax payer gets 
poor returns for his money. Politics 
also cuts a big figure m road work, for 
which no one seems to be responsible. 


Mr. Hotchkiss said that the best 


roads in the world are to he found in 
France and England, where the work 
is done under the supervision of the 
best engineers who can be secured by 
the state and are constantly kept in 
repair by men hired for that purpose. 
The best roads in this country are to 
be found in the state of Massachu- 
setts, and the cost of keeping them up 
is surprisingly low. The work of build- 
ing firstclass highwaya, he said, is 
more difficult than that of building a 
railroad, and after the road is built its 
repairs should be looked after just as 
carefully and constantly as those of 
the railroad. 


The speaker told of the bills that 


have been introduced at this session of 
the legislature concerning good roads. 
; 


but it is doubtful if anything of great j 
importance will be done at this session, • 
notwithstanding the promises in the 
platform of the dominant party. 
The 


assembly bill already .has five substi- 
tutes, while there ia one substitute for 
the senate bill. This latter seems to 
be the most desirable, and provides 
that the town shall pay one-third of 
the cost of the road work, the county 
one-third and the state one-third, this 
work to be done under the supervision 
of unpaid commissioners. The assem- 
bly bill provides for the appointment 
by toe governor of three commissioners 
at a salary of $2.500. who will give ad- 
vice when requested, and this bill 
seems to be another effort to strengthen 
the political machine Good roads will 
not only cut in two the cost of hauling 
farm products to market, but will also 
make better social conditions between 
the people who live in the country and 
those who live in town. 
To procure 


good roads, first there most be organ- 
ization, and second a program of educa- 
tion must be carried out among the 
farmers. This must be carried on pa- 
tiently, as the undertaking is a large 
one, one in which the newspapers are 
always glad to take part and to print 
and distribute articles on the good 
roads subject, without expense. 
An- 


other way of getting people interested 
is by offering prizes to pupils for best 
essays on the subject of good roade. 
which is being done by merchants and 
others. 


The method of putting up signs along 


the highways where good or poor roads 
and culverts are traversed, and telling 
just what they are. also has a good 
effect. With good roads from the far- 
mer's home to the city market, he 
could well afford to tell his product for 
less than he doe*, when he is obliged 
to travel over poor roads and waste his 
time and horseflesh. Thus with good 
roads the widow who makes her living 
by washing or the man who support* 
his family by the sweat of his brow, 
could save more than the coat of in* 
creased taxes in the cheaper purchase 
of eggs, butter, potatoes and other 
necessities. Mr. Hotchkim Mid that 
the method used in moat places in this 
country at the present time is the same 
as that used in England 225 yean ago. 
He further stated that the state has a 
tew engineers in it* employ and one of 
these can be secured at any time to 
come to Stevens Point or Portage 
coui.ly and give expert information 
relative to the building of good roads 
or streets, their time to be free of cost

They have 


rented a building on Union street, just 
south of the slough, which is nuw 
being remodeled and arranged so that 
they will be able to commence the 
manufacture of mattresses about the ' 
1st of July. Tbe manufactured article 
will be made from the best material, 
including cotton felt, and will contain 
hygienic qualities not found in any 
other mattress. This mattress is pro- 
tected by patents, which have already 
been secured in this country, but »s 
the inventors intend to extend their 
patents to foreign lands, full details 
cannot be given until after applications 
are made and acknowledged along that 
line. Most of the work of manufac- 
turing will be done by machinery, some 
of which will be made in this city, in- 
cluding a stuffing machine, which is 
now ready for use. and as tbe company 
intends to proceed conservatively, not 
many hands will be employed at first, 
but tbe firm hopes to be able to war- 
rant a constant, if not rapid increase 
in the number of people employed as 
their foods become knuwn to the public.

It will be a draw- 
ing, just the same as the Rosebud 
reservation was. There will be about 
4,500 No. 1 claims and the balance will 
be grazing lands, or classed as No. 2. 
The No. 1 land will he worth from $150 
to $200 per acre just as soon as a per- 
son gets it, and the No. 2 about $50. 
There is a standing offer of $40,000 to 
the party that draws No. 1.

of one of her hands. This was operated 
upon later, when the part that bad 
been removed was sent to Chicago ex- 
perts, who assured those interested 
that no serious results would follow. 
The contrary was the outcome, how- 
ever, and when the patient arrived at 
Rochester, the doctors advised at once 
that it was too late, the cancerous dis- 
ease having spread to all parts of the 
body, the liver being especially affect- 
ed. Interment occurred at Chippewa 
Palls, the old home of the mother.

mother Planted in Her 


Front Yard. 


A garden like our grandmothers' 


will have in it good-sized clumps of 
anemone, acquilegia, ferns of various 
kinds, all hardy; foxglove, larkspur, 
monk's hood, adonis, allyssum, cam- 
panulas, asters, daisies, chrysanthe- 
mums, coreopsis, dicentra, dianthus, 
gaillardia, grasses and bamboos, gyp- 
Eopbila, helenium, helianthus, hibis- 
ous, hollyhocks, iris, liatris, 
lilium, 


lupinus, lychnis, lobelias, monarda. my- 
osotis, peonies, poppies, phlox, pinks, 
primula, pyrethrum. ranunculus, saxi- 
fraga. sedum, sweet-william, veronica, 
violas, vinca, wall-flowers. 


The obove is not a complete list of 


the plants which may be included in 
a hardy garden, but covers 
those 


which have been grown as successes 
for many years past, and of which 
there are modern forms which are 
many times finer than the types which 
were known to our grandmothers in 
the olden time. 


As the garden is intended to be 


permanent, use great care that the 
plants which are near one another do 
not clash as to colors, says the House- 
keeper. 
Blues and reds, reds and 


purples, and pink and reds 
should 


not be planted in juxaposition if you 
desire to keep a reputation for good 
taste. 


After the garden has been in suc- 


cessful cultivation for two or three 
years, and all necessary re-planting 
done, you should 
plant the 
under- 


growth, or "jungle." This is composed 
of such flowers as the wild violet, for- 
get-me-not, arabis. cypripediums and 
other low-growing, moisture and shade 
loving plants, which do best under and 
between the stalks of larger forms. 
They are shallow-rooted plants and 
will not rob their neighbors, the taller 
plants. This will add wonderfully to 
the effectiveness of the garden in mid- 
summer.

Mr. Long turn* 
under all vegetable matter possible in 
the fall, which is worked up into the 
soil the next spring. 


On some Indiana landa phosphorus 


and tankage are used to good advan- 
tage, the mixture consisting of one 
part of phosphorus to two of tankage. 


In the south fertilizer 
is 
applied 


through an attachment to the planter 
or with a wheat drill. 


On heavy muck noils muriatic pot- 


ash and phosphorus are used often' at 
a cost of from $5 to $8 per acre. 


In the corn-belt states, however, the 


principal fertilizer is stable manure, 
and on the corn soils of these states 
perhaps no better fertilizer could be 
applied. 


Of course the elements necessary to 


grow corn are nitrogen, potash and 
phosphorus, and some soils are often 
short in one of these elements, which 
must be supplied in some form or oth- 
er. There are thousands of acred of 
ewanip land in the corn-belt states 
which contain all the elements for 
plant growth except potash, and when 
this is applied good crops are ob- 
tained. 


One of the cheapest and best n-ays 


of enriching the soil is to plow under 
leguminous plants, and many thou- 
sand acres of land in the older corn 
states that have been cropped to corn 
for 30 to 40 years in succession and 
whose vitality has been exhausted is 
now being restored and made to pro- 
duce good crops by a simple method 
of rotation and plowing under legu- 
minous crops.

dip some small cups into cold water, 
then fill them with the rice, press 
hard, so that when it is removed, it 
will retain the shape of the cup. 
Serve with butter and sugar, gravy or 
souce. 


A nice rich dish is made by taking 


a half pint of cooked rice, a half pint 
of strained tomato, a pint of hot wa- 
ter, a piece of butter the size of a 
large egg, a pinch of pepper and salt, 
half a tablespoonful of extract of beef 
and a teaspoonful 
of onion 
juice. 


Let the mixture come to a boil and 
then set it back and let it cook slowly 
well covered, without stirring, for an 
hour. Serve hot. This makes a large 
quantity. A small family can halve 
the recipe. A very nice pudding is 
easily made by cooking one-half pound 
of rice in a quart or a little less of 
milk in a double boiler until soft and 
thick, then adding three well beaten 
eggs with a half cupful of sugar and 
a pinch of salt. Stir this thoroughly 
and bake in a pudding 
dish 
until 


browned. Serve with any well-sweet- 
ened sauce. 


A rice and carrot soup is relished 


by all who like carrots. 
Cut crisp 


young carrots in slices and cook in 
slightly salted water until tender. Add 
a half-teaspoonful of onion juice, a 
dash of white pepper and a cupful of 
boiled rice. Let the mixture come to 
a boil, and then thicken with cream 
made by blending one and a half 
tablespoonfuls of flour with two table 
spoonfuls of butter and a tablespoon- 
ful of milk. 
When this has been 


added and the soup is nicely thickened 
thin with a cupful of hot cream or 
cream and milk. 


Fruit goes nicely with rice. A palat- 


able pudding is easily made by cook- 
ing one cupful of rice until tender, 
then putting part—about half—into 
a pudding dish, adding pared, cored ' 
apples or peaches, covering with U.e 
remainder of the rice.steaming tight!;- 
covered for an hour, and serving hot 
with very sweet sauce. 


Lemon and cinnamon combine nicely '

There are two things which the house of

thing else failed the insinuation of narrowness 
was bound to have its effect. 


The bill contained a clause which forbade 


entrance to America to illiterates. 
Unques- 


tionably it was not the desire of the framers 
of the measure so much to keep out people 
who could not read and write as it was to 
keep out certain disorder-breeding element* 
and certain pauperized elements. 


Most of the illiterate and those who are 


likely to become public 
charges 
come to 


America from certain well-defined sections of 
Europe. 
It would be utterly impossible for 


congress to pass a law saying in plain words 
that .mmicrants from these sections wore not 
to be admitted. 
If MCh geographical dis- 


crimination were mad« mortal offense would 
be given to some nations of Europe, and like- 
wise mortal offense would be given to the 
people already in America who owed former 
allegiance to those nations 
The illiteracy 


prohibition was put into the bill as the best 
way to accomplish an end without giving of- 
fense. 


As it was, tbe members of congress whose 


duty it was to press the measure to a passage 
were made bright and shining marks for those 
who chose to hurl the "bigot" missile. It was 
a hard duty which the friends of the exclusion 
measure had to perform. 
They knew that 


nine-tenths of the Democrats and the Republi- 
cans in the house were in favor of the reten- 
tion of the illiteracy clause, but they knew 
also that these men feared personal criticism 
and campaign antagonism if they voted for the 
bill as it stood. The measure did not pass in 
its original form, but perhaps !t will pass at 
another session. 


Representative A. p. Gardner of Massachu- 


setts, a member of the house committee on im- 
migration, and a representative who favored 
the passage of the immigration bill as it stood 
made a speech in favor of the measure, and* 
stated openly on U>* floor of the house that 
he had been acufrd of bigotry becaus* of hi* 
advocacy of the educational u»t. He defend- 
ed 
himself 
so 
successfully 
against

Federation of Labor. He also had petitions from 
4,000 local labor unions asking that the illiteracy 
clause be kept in the immigration bill. 
Thousands 


upon thousands of these laboring men who urged 
the passage of the measure as it stood were foreign 
born. The father* of thousands upon 
thousands 


more of them were foreign born. The petitions ef- 
fectually disposed of the charge that the desire to 
keep out illiterates was born of native American 
bigotry. 


As for Samuel Gompers, he was born in England, 


but his letter, which Mr. Gardner read, a letter writ- 
ten to Representative James E. Watson, showed 
conclusively how the laboring people represented by 
Mr. Gompers felt upon, the matter of the admission 
of illiterates. The letter was as follows: 


"The organized workers of this country feel that 


the existing immigration laws, while not without 
their value, are of trifling effect compared with 
the needs and the just demands of American labor. 
. . . The Nashville convention of the American 
Federation of Labor, by a vote of 1,858 to 353, pro- 
nounced in favor of an educational test for immi- 
grants. Such a measure would check immigration 
in a moderate degree, and those who would be 
kept out by it are those whose competition in the 
labor market is most injurious to American workers. 
No other measure which would have any impor- 
tant effect of this kind is seriously proposed. . . . 
I earnestly hope that yon will be able to procure 
the embodiment of an illiteracy test for immigrants 
in the bill which the house now has under con- 


family. In the north wages are bet- 
ter and tuxes are lower, so the bur- 
dens of women are not so heavy.

The women are forced to earn a 


living, and so they do whatever they 
can put their hands on. They clerk in 
small shops and stand in the squares 
selling flowers, jewelry and plaster 
casts. 
But competition is so great 


and the wares so cheap that many 
are forced to earn a living by harder 
methods. The narrow 
streets 
are 


thronged with women 
carrying in- 


fants on their arms, hawking their 
fruits and flowers. 
Others 
trudge 


along carrying heavy sacks and great 
loads on their backs. 
.Many walk for 


miles along the country roads selling 
their garden product and the fleece 
just shorn from the sheep 
j 


In Rome and Naples more especial- 


ly the women do most of their work 
out of doors. They are usually seated 
before their doorways spinning, card- , 
ing and washing the wool. Others are 
hard at work making straw baskets 
and cording them of rope. 
Most of 


the poorer homes are without water, 
and these women are often compelled 
to trudge miles with heavy copper 
jars in which they get their water. 
They cannot wash their clothes at 
home, so they are compelled to use 
a stream or fountain. 


When work is scarce they rent a 


stand near one of the old walls and 
sell fish, fruit and baskets. A mother 
often has a baby in her arms and 
three or four other children playing 
about her. The long rows of tene- 
ments simply teem with human life. 
It is not unusual to find families of 
ten or more crowded into one room. 
Some uf them are so crowded that 
'the clothes after they 
are washed 


have to be hung out of the windows. 


But this poverty and struggle for 


livelihood does not mar the sunny dis- 
position of the Neapolitan. Tired look- 
ing women are heard singing popular 
airs as they trudge home from work. 
When a pretty Italian girl finishes 
selling her flowers she often starts 
out at nightfall carrying a guitar and 
serenading strangers, 
who 
increase 


her small living. But to make the 
best of life is the motto of the Nea-

A New York representative had his sneer 


ready when this letter was read in the house. 
"I would like to ask the gentleman." he said. 
"if Mr. Gompers represents the Mayflower or 
those who landed at Jamestown?" 


The truth of the matter is that the Insinua- 


tion of the New York man that the old-time 
native American element was back of the 
movement to bar out illiterates was baseless, 
and the bouse knew it. Curiously enough, 
perhaps, the strongest opponents of the illiter- 
acy clause in the whole land were men who 
traced their descent back through the centu- 
ries to those first immigrants who founded 
the nation in America. These men. while 
holding that it was the part of wisdom to 
keep out the criminals and the paupers of 
Europe, held also that it was un-American to 
bar a man because he could neither read nor 
write. 


The bigotry charge waa used solely because 


it Is an ugly charge and because it hurts. 
No man. even though he U as broad as the 
sea in his views, ever can clear himself of 
suspicion when the accusation once Is made. 
It is not hard, therefore, to understand why 
the men who are opposed to the immigration 
bill used the weapon that they had In hand. 
It may. however, prove useless to them on an- 
other occasion.

WHERE THE WOMEN DO THE WORK. 


Americans are greatly impressed in visiting 


foreign countries to find out how hard foreign 
»omen toil, often shouldering more than their 
just responsibilities. This is certainly true In 
southern countries, where women are some- 
times degraded by hard and menial labor. No- 
where is this more noticeably true than in 
Italy, where the women do their own work, 
care for tbe children, and help support the 


politan. Though many of their farms are well 
cared for. they are chiefly cultivated by the 
women and children. 
Many tiny tot* are to 


be seen digging potatoes and working with tbe 
fruit trees. It is not unusual to see mothers 
carrying loads of grain on their heads and in- 
fants in their arms. 


The women make nearly all the clothes for 


the family. Their fare is limited to bread, 
macaroni, cheese and port wine. There is such 
a heavy tax on salt that to these poor peas- 
ants salt and meat are a luxury reserved for 
Sunday* and holidays. 


The German peasant* are the hardest work- 


ing women in the world. They toil out in tbe 
fields all day long; they do not question their 
strength, but do whatever their husbands com- 
mand. It is not an unusual sight to see worn 
en thinly clad, bard at work in the blinding 
rain. No less hard is it for them to work all 
day under the burning sun. 
In southern Ger- 


many the women cultivate the land way up 
the mountains, but their hearts know no fear. 


Though these women work uncomplainingly, 


they enjoy few comforts. Their little houses 
are almost bare of furnishing, and they are 
compelled to wash their clothes In the stream. 
Their children are not idle and they help on 
the farms before they are half grown. 
A 


German of the middle class take* it, for grant- 
ed that bis wife does their housework, look* 
after the home, ana helps him in hi* shop. 
In a bakery a German woman, replying to 
the queries of an American woman as to tbe 
work she did. said: "You have no idea how 
glad you ought to be that you are an American 
woman—you have such good time*. Look at 
me. I do all my housework, take care of my 
three children, and am scarcely finished with 
my work when my husband says: 'Catherina 
come down and wait on the customers.' Some 
of these men think that we are as strong » 
bouses.""
